TRIENNIAL OS^ERAL COS VEH1 IOM OF 
THE PR0TE3TA«T EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
OF THE U KITED STATES. 

TUe Triennial General Convention of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the United Stales 
will commence its session in Baltimore, on 
Wednesday, October 4 tit. tn a sermon preached 
in Baltimore ou Sunday, Rev. George A. Leak- 
in, rector of Trinity Cuurcli, fpoke at length 
of the character and objects of the Triennial 
Convention. Alter some pt el i miliary remarks, 
Mr. Leak in saW that from the time wlicn't lie 
service of Ihc Church of England was used, in 
11)78, at Biffilt'aiBay, uud still later, in 1607, 
nt Kennebec. Maine, and at Jamestown, Vir- 
ginia, the same year, there was no general 
convention in this country, there being no 
diocesan bishops, and the colonial churches 
depending on the authority of the lijsbop of 
Loudon. Mas us were, however, taken towards 
the consecratiou of Bishop Seabury, in Scot- 
land, in 1784, iiisbops While end Provost in 
1787, and Bishop Madison in 1790, and these 
four united in the consecration of Bishop Cing- 
eli, of Maryland, in 1 792. The first general 
convention was in 178'.l, when our present 
prayer hook was ratified by the bishops, clergy, 
and tally, to be used from and alter Uctohcr i, 
17f0. It consiils now of thirty-nine confed- 
erated dioceses under the care of bishops using 
the same liturgy and yielding obedience to the 
Cannons enacted by the general c-ODference. 

The body which meets triennial); is com- 
posed of the bouse of bishops, which consists 
of all the diocesan and missionary bishops in 
the American Church, and of the house of 
ciericnl and lay delegates, consisting of four 
clergyman and four laymen from each diocese. 
It legislates for the American Church within the 
limits of the United Slates, but can make no 
nlterations in the constitution, liturgy, or oMi - 
cers, unless the same has been adopted in one 
convention, submitted to ail the dioceses, and 
afterwards adopted in another convention. 
The president bishop is the Uiijht Rev. Ilishop 
Smith of Kentucky (ex officio (Voni his se- 
niority). Tile president of the lower house is 
elected at each triennial convention. The 
number of bishops is 52, and of clerical and 
lay delegates 312. Besides the general con- 
vention there wiil be meetings of the domes- 
tic and foreign committees aud societies for 
the increase of the ministry and the diffusion of 
the prayer book. Besides the American bishops, 
the Church have the satisfaction of welcoming 
the Loi d Bishop of Litchfield (Selwyu), Bhg- 
. land, and probably one or more bishops from the 
Dominion of Canada. 

The session begins on Wednesday, October 
4, and after the general opening services, the 
two houses will assemble in Grace Church 
Chapel, and the lower house of clerical and lay 
delegates in Emanuel Church. The session 
continues about three weeks. The. delibera- 
tions of the huuse of bishops are not open to 
the public. 

After this brief description of the treneral 
convention, Mr. Leakio went on to consider 
the progress made since 1780. Although the 
first service was in these colonics in 1007, the 
number of clergy at the time of the American 
Revolution did not exceed 200, and this num- 
ber was greatly decreased by the war — many 
of the clergy retaining their loyalty and emi- 
grating to the Xonheru British provinces,^ ili.it, 
to human vision, the American branch of the 
Church of England was extinct. Indeed, n; a 
much later period, Bishop Meade was told by 
'Judge Marshall that there was no use in trying 
to revive the Episcopal Church in Virginia. 
In lio'U, n single room could easily hold the 
first general convention ; but now, in eighty- 
two years, the Church extends from Easlport, 
Maine, to San Francisco, and from Oregon to 
St. Aoxustine, numbering 2,005 parishes, aud 
2,838 clergymen. The baptisms during lust 
year were, 3>>,4S2: confirmations, 22,115; Sun- 
day school teachers, 23,031; ami scholars, 202,- 
720. The contributions were, $5,002,720.

Eelativo Rank of Ci.ies.

During the last decade St. Loui3 has as- 
cended the scale from the eighth to the fourth. 

Chicago, in a similar proportion, changes 
from the ninth to the fifth. 

Baltimore, which in 1860 was the fourth, 
retrogrades to the sixth. 

Boston pursues the same direction, from the 
fifth to the seventh. 

Cincinnati retires a step from the seventh to 
the eighth. 

New Orleans falls back from the sixth fo the 
ninth. 

Sail Francisco, taking a noble forward leap, 
vaults from the fifteenth to the tenth. 

Buffalo Ing3 behiud from the tenth to the 
eleventh. 

Washington makes astride from the fourteenth 
to the twelfth. 

Newark, New Jersey's thriving metropolis, 
drops, nevertheless, from the eleventh to the 
thirteenth. 

Louisville, twelfth in rank in I860, is now 
assigned to the fourteenth. 

Cleveland, four steps forward, mounts from 
the nineteenth to the fifteenth. 

Pittsburg alone retains the same relative 
rank now as then, the sixteenth. 
- Jersey City rises from the twentieth to the 
importance of the seventeenth. 

Detroit recedes from the seventeenth to the 
eighteenth. 

Milwaukee from the eighteenth to the nine- 
teenth. 

Albany, which was, ten years ago, the thir- 
teenth, now takes the old place of Jersey City, ! 
as the twentieth.

The example of the late General Lee.'in're- 
f using all gilts, and declining lo receive com- 
pensation for services not rendered, is worth 
more to his country and to all who follow it. 
Ihati millions in gold. The facts here stated 
will not be forgotten: 

In the winter of 1861, the city council o^ 
Richmond. tendered General Lee an elegant 
mansion as some small token of the high es- 
timation in which he was held by the city 
which he had so long defended. But the grand 
old man replied: "I do not expect to be in 
Richmond during the eoiiiinu nice of the war, 
ami my family are us comfortable as they have 
n right to expect to be in these times. I must, 
therefore, withjny thanks lor your considera- 
tion, most.'respcctfully decline your olfer. If 
you have money to give, I hope you wiil be- 
stow it upon private soldiers, who are more 
in need and more deserving than myself." 

At the close of the war offers of pecuniary 
assistance poured in upon him from all sides, 
hut he stead fas tlyfeefosed to receive them. 

An English nobleman, thinking he would 
rejoice in some place of retreat from his afflic- 
tions, wrole to olfer him a splendid country 
seat and a handsome annuity. He nobly re- 
plied : "I nm deeply grateful, but I cannot 
consent to desert uiy native Sl.ile in the dark 
hour of her adversity. 1 must abide her for- 
tune aud share her fate." 

Soon after he took charge of Washington 
College he was visited by the agent of an in- 
surance company, who offered him the presi- 
dency at a salary of ten thousand dollars. He 
told the agent that lie could not properly at- 
tend 10 both. "But, General," said the agent, 
'•we d i.uot waul you, to dischage any duties. 
W e simply wish the use of your uaiiie. That 
will abundantly compensate us." 

"Excuse me, sir, was the prompt and de- 
cided rejoinder. '1 cannot consent to receive 
pay lor services I do not render. ' 

He received many offers of this sorl, and 
just a short time before bis death, a large man- 
ul'acturiug company in New York offered bun 
a salary of liny thousand dollars a year if be 
would become their president. But lo all such 
oilers he had the same reply — his duly in the 
college fully occupied his lime, and he would 
not receive pay where he did not render ser- 
vice. 

lie refused lo receive from the college any. 
Ihing like so large a salary as they desired lo 
pay him, and w hen, in 1869, the trustees decreed 
lo Mrs. Lee a house and annuity of three thou- 
sand doiiars, the General respectfully declined, 
ou Mrs. bin's behalf, lo accept it. -It-tb.

lag people, for whom he had toiled so hern, 
ically, would most joyously have settled on him 
a handsome property, he preferred fo earn his 
daily bread by bis personal exertions, and to 
set bis people an example of honest industry, 
Christian Observer.

The earthing up of celery should 
he repeated every two weeks from this time 
until November. After that the tops of the 
plants and ridges should be covered with straw 
or cornstalks, to protect against freezing.

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railroads in Kentucky. 

Il has for a Ion;; time been the fashion to 
upbtaid Kentucky for her want o[ public 
spirit and enterprise, an 1 to point in proof of il 
to the small amount of railroad ffithin her 
birders. A little oxi ninition into the fads 
will show that mu:h of this is without jus- 
tice, and tint tne condition complained of is 
evpabt* of intelligent explanation. In the 
fi it place, the geographical anOtopograpbkal 
n iture of the Slate his n >t bi>en favorable to 
. s ich a growth of railroads as other States have 
experienced. Uiilroads- t> be built must have 
an object There must be a place to starl 
from, and one to g > to ; and (he construction 
of tin road must either by demanded by ex- 
isting wants of irade an I travel, or oiler such 
inducement* for opening up new resources 
as to warrant the outlay necessary for their 
completion. One great impetus which ha s 
led to the construction ofroids north of us is 
wanting here. Ohio, In liana, and Illinois lie 
in the routcof ihe great lincof communication 
between the Baiters cities and the populous 
Northwest. Inadditionto this. they present, n 
their topographical features, but little obstacles 
t o the building of roads With no mountains 
or large streams to contend wilh, there is 
scarcely a road in cither of ihe S'ates which 
his presented any grave physical obstacle 
to overcome. Eastern capitalists, looking 
with lively competition for ihe trade of the 
West, have thrown across (hose States 
great rival and compiling lines, which have 
become trunks from which have sprung the 
branches that cover them with a net-work. 
T.ioy have served a double purpose— afford 
ing an outlet to the produce of these States 
and bringing in a cons'.ant stream of immi- 
grants to clear up Ihe cheap lands and aid in 
building m>ro roads. With comparatively 
little exertion on Ihe part of the resident pop- 
ulation these roads have keen built by others- 
who have been guided by the inducements 
offered for investment in works of this* kind, 
and have been left only to perfect the system 
by building their local branch roads. 

In Kentucky it is different. The Stale is 
geographically below the bjlt of immigration, 
rhich, full iwing isothermal lines has kept to 
the north of us, while, in addition to this, na- 
ture has thrown great barriers to railroad 
construction which are almost insuperable. 
The chief of these is the Cumberland Moun- 
tains, which form our eastern boundary, and 
which, from Cumberland Gap on the south to 
tin mouth of the Hig Sandy, present no fa- 
vorable, if in fact any feasible crossing for a 
railroad, unless it ba at Pound Gap. The 
mountain itself could not, however, be an in- 
superable obstacle to communication between 
the East and West, if the country on cither 
side were practicable for such works. Put 
on the Virginia side, between the Cumber 
land Mountains and the Allegheny— an av- 
erage distance of one hundred and fifty miles — 
owing to the (act lhat the intermediate moun- 
tain ranges and streams have a general bear- 
ing from south to north, the approach from the 
east presents greater obstacles than the moun- 
tain itself. So, also, of the western or Ken- 
tucky slope. The geological formation of Ken 
tucky has been described as an inclined planj 
of triangular shape, of which the foot is on 
the Mississippi, and the head on the Cumber- 
land Mountains. All its rivers, b.-ginning 
with the Cumberland, and decreasing in leHfeth 
and increasing in velocity to the Big Bandy, 
have their sources at or near its bisj. Un- 
like the streams in many other States, Ihey 
do not alford valleys favorable for the con 
struclion of railroads, but as they approach 
the mountains have precipitous binks UU fav- 
orable for railroads ; so that in the central 
axis of tin S'.ate, east anl west, there is a 
mountainous space of near a hundred miles, 
interposed as a barrier bet ween the fertile por- 
tion of the State and ihe Cumberland Mom- 
tains. This has been the controlling reason 
why Kentucky is not traversed as Ohio by 
one or more great lines Eastward. Neithe r 
the Eastern cities seeking trade, nor the W(8! 
looking for an outlet to the sea, have been 
able or willing to invest ihe capital necessary 
to penetrate this forbidding territory which 
intervenes, and both have b;en obliged to put 
up with the longer routes to the North and 
South of us, leaving Kentucky, as it were, In 
a crotch, and making a great railroad desert 
from the boundary of the blue-grass region to 
the Cheasapeake Pay pierced by only one 
railroad. This roai is the Cbcasapeake and 
Oiiio, which, wanting t> tiaverse Kentucky, 
has been compelled to take a route flanking 
the Cumberland Mountains, in order to ef- 
fect an entrance to the State. 

In another article we will pursue this view 
further, to show the difficulties under which 
we hava labored as regards North and South 
lines, as well as those East and West. 



The Courier-Journal of yesterday 
charges the Yeoman with having made a vin- 
dictive war upon it, and says that if we have 
ever missed an opportunity to attack it, or 
improved an occasion to say a good word fi r 
it. it cannot recall it.

Our 
editorial temper is not a combative one, and 
if we have at any time assumed a lone indic- 
ative of a itilfrrcnt spirit, we are salisped P 
will be fi und upon review to have been ralhe 1 
provoked by assault than the original prompt- 
ing of our nature. Claiming thorough cando r 
in our views, we have never hesitated to pro" 
claim them and to defend them, as we always 
expect to do, with what of abdity we can 
Command. We have given the editor of the 
Courier-Journal credit for equal sincerity Of 
conviction, and have as often had occasion to 
regret as to condemn a certain offensive ton: 
in enforcing his views which, while evident to 
every one else, seems to have been regarded 
by him as harmless pleasantry. It is not to 
be wondered that in applying the epithets ol 
"groundlings" and "grovellers' to the country 
press, in which it includes ihe Yeoman, or 
speaking of the Execulivj Committee, the 
members of which arc our respected asso- 
ciates, as imbeciles, we should retort with 
appropriate warmth, though we are not awaie 
of having violated any proper sense of pro. 
priety in resorting to similar invectives. 

To say lhat such difference of opinion as Las 
b;en disclose'i.carries n iih it or has engendered 
any p.'isonal vindicti veness. is as foreign to 
Oar own expel ience as ne have believed il lo 
be with that of ihe editor of the Courier- 
Journal. To say less than this, to rest UK 
dcr the charge that, in ihe ordinary intcr- 
c mrse and interchange of proper editorial 
courtesies, we have fallen short of what might 
have been expected of us upon the score o; 
the personal friendships whidi has existed be- 
tween us, would be placing us in an altitude 
which we do not intend lo occupy. We have 
always deprecated personalties in the cunduc 1 
of a newspaper; and if our controversies with 
the Courier-Journal have assumed that as- 
p3Ct, it has arisen from the fact that, whilst 
,ic mayy be said lo have been seeking rathe 
to en'oice his individual convictions of policy, 
they have been met by us with those which 
aie not only our own, lut believed lo be those 
ollhe great body of the Democracy of ihe Stale 
Hence, while our strictures have been received 
as specially directed at him and his paper, 
his have been taken up as equally applicable 
to a large part of the press of the Slate, not' 
one of Ihe editors of which have we ever, by 
private correspondence, sought to enlist in 
our cause or to array against him as inti- 
mated. What we have said and done, we 
have sail and done openly and above board. 
We make this statement with no desire toduil 
the edge of the Courier Journal's asperity in 
whatever of cmtroversy may be betwesn us 
now or hereafter. In whatever spirit it may 
be received, we shall feel that we have dis- 
charged a doty to ourself, and wilh no ap- 
prehension that it will be regarded as spring 
ing from other motive than lo repel, in tem- 
perate form, an aspersion under which we aie 
Unwilling to rest in .silence.

to any other of the clauses of the Constitution; 
it is peculiar to the new amendments. Con- 
gress in pissing these amendments expressly 
provided that ihev should be enforced by ap- 
propriate legislation by act of Coneress, and 
that it should uol be left to the Supreme Court; 
that it should not be left to the Slate for their 
enforcement, but that CottgTcSS was lo see that 
they were enforced by appropriate legislation." 

Tbe words "enforced by appropriate legisla- 
tion on the part of Congress' do not give lo 
that body a single power they would not pos- 
sess without it. They are in fact merely su- 
perfluous. What provision of ihe Constitution 
is there lhat Congress can not enforce by ap- 
propriate legislation, if it is necessary so lo do? 
None; none at all. Congress is no more bound 
lo pass laws lo guard against the violation of 
Ihe Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments 
tlian it is to enact Ihem against the violation 
of other amendments and of the original parts 
of the Constitution. It is a curious idea ol 
the Senator from Indiana that there is one part 
of the Constitution lhat Congress may enforce 
by legislation more than another. All are 
equally binding. Again, Mr. Morton seems to 
convey the idea that the Supreme Court of the 
L'nited States has nothing lo do with the main- 
tenance and the carrying out of these amend- 
ments; that it is all left lo Congress. This is 
self-evident delusion; ihere is nothing that 
can arise under I lie Constitution or any of its 
amendments or laws of Congress that can not 
be taken up lo the Supreme Court far revision, 
and, if it is constitutional, affirmed; if uncon- 
stitutional, rejected.

The Constitution is to be interpreted as a 
whole. It is to stand or fall together. We are 
amazed that Senator Morion should dare be- 
fore an intelligent audience to maintain such 
views.

Dicorcf — Chancellor cannot Inquire into the 
Ileasons Inducing a Jluiband lo Make Otjts 
to His Wife — Loot and Affection. 

Lucinda Orr vs. Jas. G. Orr, From Kenton. 
Lindsay, Judge. 

Appellant brought ibis suit against the ap- 
pellee for a divorce a mensa ct thoro. and for 
an allowance in the way of maintenance, and 
lo enjoin him from disturbing her in the pos- 
session of certain property w hich she claimed, 
alleging lhat he had abandoned her, leaving 
nothing for her support. The answer did not 
deny these allegations, but justified the aban- 
donment an account of the vioknt and ungov- 
ernmabie temper of the wife. The answer 
was also made a cross petition against 
the plaintiff to set aside a couvcyauce of 
a house aud lot in Covinto i by ap- 
pellee lo Simmons in lSOO in trust for the Sole j 
aud separate use of appellant iu consideration | 
of lute nnd affection, which property was af- 
terwards conveyed by Simmons to appellant, j 
the appellee claiming ihni the real considers* 
lion was the agreement by .Mrs. Urr thai she 
would reform her conduct and restrain her: 
temper, and lhat she had violated lb is agree* j 
meat. The court below dismissed the plain- [ 
ml s petition, ami set aside ihe conveyance to 
her above referred to. 

Held— Tie proof shows thai appellant, many 
years belore the desertion, occasionally gave 
V. lit to her temper, but, for Ihe last three years 
h I been guilty ol no Mich misconduct, or itt> 
d > .-i d o! any default ill the discharge of her 
m >i Hal duties. 

It is no part of the chancellor's duty, nor 
has he the right lo impure into aud net upon, 
when ascertained, the reasons by which a hus- 
band msy have been Induced to make gifts to 
his wife. Love and affection constitute a good 
and valid consideration lor such gifts, uud 
nill iu ull cases uphold a deed 
against the grantor ami those claim, 
log under him. The promises of the wife 
lo Ihe husband impose upon her no legal ob- 
ligation. She has not the legal capacity to 
contract with strangers except in certain cases; 

and as she is under the coercion of her hus- 
band, ami thereby deprived ot the freedom of 
volition, she cannot be bound by her agree- 
ments with him. it results, therefore, that ihe 
promises of Mrs. Orr in law neither did nor 
could constitute any part ol the consideration 
lor the conveyances, and hence thai her lailure 
iu goo. I faith lo perform these promises, can in 
no sense be regarded a lailure ot the consider- 
ation which superinduced their execution. (II 
B. Mon., 545.) Had a final decree ol divorce 
lioui the bonds of matrimony been rendered iu 
this case, possibly section b of article 3 of 
chapter 4J, Revised Statutes, Would have war- 
ranted the judgment cancelling the conveyances 
under which Mrs. Orr claims title; but no such 
decree was asked for, or rendered. Appellant 
is entitled Iu a decree of divorce from bed aud 
board, and should be protected iu tbe peace- 
able enjoyment of her house and lot and such 
personalty as was left in her possession by ap- 
pellee. 

Judgment reversed.

Hints for the Indies About Dress. 

Consult suitability of occasion, nnd where 
any doubt of tlie style of dress exists, avoid 
over-dressing. A little fault on the oilier side 
is preferable to this, as a lady may be more 
simply costumed than those around her, and 
appear to greater advantage than if she is more 
snowy in her apparel and ornaments than her 
companions. Carefully select in shopping the 
best inaleiial you can afford to purchase, rather 
than the most showy. A dress made of good 
fabric, if it is only a domestic gingham, will 
surely be more serviceable than any showy but 
worthless fabric made for mere effect. 

In dressing for a picnic, water-parly, croquet 
meeting, or any out-door gathering, select an 
attire that will wash. It is well to be provided 
with a water-proof cloak and hood, easily car- 
lied, nnd even if a little troubiesoioe w hile the 
eun shines, invaluable if a shower sudden at- 
tacks the pleasure party. Avoid glaring con- 
trasts, in color, material, or value. A real lace 
shawl will look as badly over a cheap lawn 
dress as a rich silk will under a course liueu 
wrap. 

Keep in svrupulous order your gloves, boots, 
uud tine linens or laces. There is no surer 
proof of a slattern than to see holes in the 
gloves, soiled collars or culls, or ill-fitting 
shabby boots. If your income will not allow 
kid gloves and lace collars, wear cotton gloves 
and lincu collars, but let them fit nicely, and 
be always in exquisitely nice order, lie sure a 
neat linen collar will more surely mart lbs 
lady, than a torn or soiled one of expensh e 
luce. 

In the selection of stockings, examine the 
heels. These are generally thin end poor When 
the hoisery is ol an inferior quality. German 
and English hoisery, especially the latter, will 
be found most ecouoiuic.il in the end, though 
the first outlay is larger than that lor Ameri- 
can goods. If you discard 11 innels in summer, 
always keep an intermediate suit to wear early 
in the fall, and late in the spring, before as- 
suming or rejecting your thicker one". In a 
variable climate it is not only uncomfortable 
but positively dangerous to take oil' winter 
flannels at once, even on the wannest day. 
Gauze Merino or Angola flannel, is u good 
temporary substance.

A Fragrant Topitf-^oine Powders Perfumes, 
and I'lavorlr.gs. 

A charming recipe lor scent powder, to be 
used for wardrobes, boxes, etc., far finer than 
the mixture sold at the shops, is the following: 
Coriander, orris root, rose leaves, nnd aromatic 
cal.umns, each one once; lavender flowers, two 
ounces : rhodium wood, one fourth of a drachm; 
musk, five grains. These are mixed und re- 
duced to a course powder. The scent on 
clothes is as if all fragrant garden flowers had 
been pressed in their folds. 

A perfume lor note paper, said to be tbal 
used bv the Queen of Rnglsnd, is made of 
powdered starch, one-half ounce ; fresh orris 
powder, the same; otter of roses, ten drops. 
Put this into bags, nud keep in the writing 
desk w ith paper. 

All delicious flavors may be improvised by 
keeping the delicate substance in deodorized 
alcohol. How deodorized 7 lly filtering through 
animal charcoal or bone black in powder. The 
black may be used many limes over; a thick 
flannel bag, with wire at the top, will answer 
for the filter. Fill it with black dust and pour 
the alcohol in it, leaving it lo settle through. 

Have wide-mouthed bottles, with glass stop- 
pers ready, and fill with alcohol; then till 
powdered orange or lemon peel, peach leaves, 
almonds, slice* of pine-apple, raspberries or 
fresh cherries, and the housewife will have a 
finer assortment of flavors than any manufac- 
turer will furnish her. If she wishes, however, 
flavors which arc out of reach, it is best lo use 
compounds of which she is not ignorant. 

iiauana may be imitated with oil of jasmin 
nnd a very little tartaric acid. 

Straw jerry, with a strong tincture of orris, 
nnd a very little ascetic ether — one ounce of 
the tincture and one eighth of ether. 

Strong tincture of orris root resembles rasp- 
berry. 

Piue-npple is made with butyric ether, the 
acid itself coming from the transformation of 
rancid butter by chemical process. 

Very little of these preparations is needed to 
give the desired flavor. Four ounces of the 
tinctures mentioned will supply flavor enough 
for constant use during the whole summer.
